ATLANTIC CI1TY, August 15,

Dear Series Editor:—You might suppose from
the amountof rain, rain, rain everywhere, that it
would be rather supertfiuouns travel to go io
search of & waterlng plnce, when you can hardly
find n place at home that is not watered o &
permanent puddle. However, for the sake of
Ahe family oredit, 1 went myselflnst week 1o At
Mnile Oity, on the Jersey coast, leaving word at
homa to have the blinds done up in brown hol-
Jand (as a kind of & blind to the neighbors), the
door-bell to be unwired, and o use the back en-
Srance during my absence,

Itook passage on a ferry-boat from Vine street
wharf, along with a few charcoal wagons, mules:
and other passengers, for the depot or starting
Pplace of the tralns on the Jersey slde of the
river, Crossing the Delaware in a ferry-boat
18 very slmlilar to crossing the Hudson or East
Tiver in the same, with this exception—you get
aground oftener in the midd!e of your passage.
In my case we struck what is ealled “the bar,”
